Perhaps the thought that concerns them 1s best epitomized by 
what happened in the last war between the signing of the armistice 
and the time the order was given to cease firing. Due to some mixup 
the cease-liring order was delayed for some hours, with the res iit 
that many of our boys were killed in the interval—a fruitless sacri- 
fice of lives on the altar of confusion. 

Most thinking persons agree that any change in administrations 
next January would be bound to result in a certain amount of 
confusion. <A _ period of lost motion would come during the time 
necessary for one set of government officials to vacate their offices 
and another set to move in and familiarize themselves with their 
duties. 

Before the incoming new President could make important de- 
cisions, as the commander-in-chief, regarding military operations, he 
would have to inform himself on the problems involved. 

If the attending confusion in this process of changing govern- 
ment officials did not more than delay the final date of victory by 
one day, that alone might be sufficient to cause the waste of lives 
of thousands of our: fighting men. 

The mothers and fathers and wives of our servicemen seem to 
be thinking in terms of what might happen to their own loved 
ones, if there is any possibility of the war's end being delayed by 
a situation of that kind.
